Plans  are  being  completed  at 
Fort  Benning  for  the  Fourth 
War  Loan  drive  from  January 
18  through  February  15.  Majoi 
George  Fink,  post  war  bond  of- 
ficer, announced  today. 

The  various  units  stationed  on 
the  post  have  been  organized 
through  their  war  bond  officers 
for  the  drive,  and  Major  Fink 
said  that  it  is  the  hope  of  offi- 
cials that  personal,  both  military 
and  civilian,  will  continue  to  re- 
spond as  well  as  in  the  past. 

Major  Fink  pointed  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  Third  War  Loan 
Fort  Benning  invested  $800,000 
cash  in  bonds  and  subscribed  an 
additional  $270,000. 

The  qutota  for  the  entire  nation 
in  the  forthcoming  drive  is  four- 
teen billion  dollars.  The  three- 
point  program  for  Benning  and 
other  military  installations  is  the 
attainment  of  at  least  90  per  cent 
of  all  civilian  personnel  subscrib- 
ing the  minimum  of  at  least  10. 
per  cent  of  the  gross  payroll;  all 
military  personnel  initiating  an  in- 
crease in  Class  “E”  allotments,  and 
all  personnel,  civilian  and  officers, 
purchasing,  at  least  one  extra  bond 
for  cash  during  the  period  of  the 
drive.

Chaplain  Thompson,  a veteran 
of  27  years  army  duty,  dedicated 
the  Star  of  Hope  before  a group 
of  prisoners  of  war.  The  Star  of 
Hope  is . a concrete  star  built 
around  a water  fountain  at  the 
prisoner  of  war  compound. 

Dedicating  the  monument, 
Chaplain  Thompson  said,  “I  dedi- 
cate this  fountain  the  Star  of  Hope 
the  name  of. God  to  all  pris- 
srs  of  war  and  to  all  the  un- 
fortunates of  the  earth.”

The  modern  warehouses  and 
paved  streets  of  Fort  Benning  are 
a far  cry  from  the  conditions  that 
Lawrence  L.  Woolbright,  Adminis- 
trative Officer  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter Property  Section,  found  when 
he  first  came  here  21  years  ago. 

At  that  time,  there  was  only 
one  small  warehouse  on  the°post 
and  another  was  -being  built.  In 
rainy  weather,  anyone  who  want- 
ed to  go  from  one  building  to  the 
other  had  to  wear  hip  boots  to 
make  his  way  through  the  mud. 
Warehouse  space  was  so  scarce 
that  property  was  scattered  all 
over  the  post  wherever  adequate 
shelter  could  be  found. 

OFFICE  EXPANDS

only  half  a dozen  civilian  clerks 
and  six  laborers,  while  today  the 
activity  has  grown  so  large  that 
there  are  50- clerks  and  150  la- 
borers.

Yes,  in  many  cases  where 
the  dependents  of  a soldier 
need  hospitalization  and  the 
soldier  is  short  of  funds,  the 
Army  Emergency  Relief  is 
glad  to  assist. 

Q.  I am  a private  in  the  -2 — — 
Infantry,  and  have  just  received 
orders  transferring  me  'to  Fort 
Lewis,  Washington.  I have  not 
been  paid  in  two  months  and  I do 
not  have  sufficient  funds  to  pro- 
vide transportation  for  my  wife. 
Could  I borrow  enough  money 
from  the  Army  Emergency  Re- 
lief to  provide  transportation  for 
her? 

A.  N®.  the  Army  Emergen- 
cy Relief  does  not  loan  mon- 
ey to  furnish  transportation 
for  wives  or  (iepsndents  of 
©okSterp  in  order  that  ,^iey 
m^y  follow  the  soldier  from 
camp  to  camp'.

Just  as  America  was  wrested  by  steady  hand 
and  clear  eye  from  the  wilderness  of  1620,  so 
America  today  must  be  won  afresh.  Not  from  the 
tangle  of  scrub  oak,  and  pine  and-fallen  trees  that 
r covered  the  continent  three  centuries  ago,  but 
from  a tangle  of  ideas.  An  underbrush  %f 
ideologies  has  sprung  up  to  choke  the  American 
ff-ji un-American,  unsound,  un-Christian  theo- 

ries, which  in  1944  will  need  clearing  up. 

Ahead  of  us  this  coming  year  there  lies  a 
thicket  of  conflicting  and  high-running  emotions, 

- leftist  and  rightist  trends,  selfish-pressure  groups. 

' The  keep  edge  of  our  own  ideas  and  ideals  has 
been  dulled  by  the  increasing  materialism  of  the 
last  two  decades.  The  American  axe  needs 
sharpening.  We  need  to  get  back  the  old  sense  of 
right  and  wrong.  Then  we  will  see  the  way 
through  the  confusion  of  gnarled  and  poisonous 
ideas  that  divide  us.  Then  we  can  hew  a clear 
path  of  calm  judgment,  impassioned  only  by 
true  caring  for  each  other  and  this  land. 

Most  of  all  we  need  the  spirit  of  the  pioneer 
and  master  woodsman  who  blazed  our  American 
trail  through  war  and  disunity  eighty  years  ago. 
Ke  was  the  rail  splitter  who  pushed  ahead  to- 
wards a new  day  “with  malice  toward  none, 
with  charity  for  all,  with  firmness  in  the  right, 
as  God  gives  see  the  right." 

Not  who’s  fight  but  what’s  right— “as  God  gives 
us  to  see  the  right.”  This  can  be  our  unfailing 
compass  in  next  year’s  overhanging  tangle  of 
emotion  and  ideas.  With  this  illumination  as  our 
guide,  in  America’s  Christian  tradition,  we  can 
; come  out  of  the  woods  on  the  other  side  of  war 
and  post-war  reconstruction,  finding  we  have 
blazed  the  trail  to  a permanent  new  world. 


Army  Builds  Men  Physically, 
Mentally,  and  Spiritually 

Outside  of  the  physical  aspect  of  the  title,  have 
you  readers  stopped  to  think  how  the  Army 
builds  men  spiritually  and  mentally  as  well? 

. I have  been  taking  stock,  -mulling  over  my 
two  years  in  the  Army  to  see  just  what  being 
a soldier  has  done  for.,  me-  Frankly,  I have  un- 
covered a vast  quantity  of  wonderful  things  and 
■ Td  like  to  pass  them  on  to  you.  Perhaps  many 
of  you  are  worrying  needlessly  about  husbands, 
brothers  and  sweethearts  in  the  service  of  our 
country,  and  I should  like  to  show  you  how 
much  better  off  any  of  them  shall  be  when  they 
come  back  to  you.  True,  some  of  them  will  re- 
turn through  the  fortunes  of  war,  physically 
broken,  but  even  those  men '.shall  have  realized 
the  reason  for  their  very  existence,  and  their 
spirits  shall  raise  them  above  mere  physical  suf- 
fering. - 

Let  me  go  back  to  a peaceful  .world,  before 
Pearl  Harbor,  and  day-dream  a bit  about  our 
easy  going  ways,  and  our  complacency.  I,  like  so 
many  other  boys,  was  going  about  my  daily 
tasks,  not  so  much  as  giving  a thought  to  the 
wonderful  life  I had,  thinking  of  it  es  something 
that  would  go  on  from  minute  to  minute,  until 
one  day,  with  practically  no  change  in  the  set 
routine,  .1  should  in  some  form  or  other,  meet 
death.  I liked  people  and  was  pleased  to  think 
that  they  in  turn  liked  me.  I valued  friendship, 
but  I valued  many  other  things  more,  including 
money,  and  the  so  evident  material  things  of 
the  world.  -.Then,  on  December  7,  1941,  our  little 
world  was  taken  for  a little  ride,  and  I who 
had  been  in  the  Army  since  October  under  Selec- 
tive Service,  and  who  had  just  been  thinking 
of  the  Army  in  terms  of  time  which  had  to  be 
served,  as  a prisoner  would  serve  out  a com- 
pulsory sentence,  suddenly  began  to  perk  up  and 
think  about  what  all  this  meant  to  me,  and  look 
at  my  fellow  soldiers  as  brothers,  and  as  close 
to  me  as  members  of  my  own  family,  closer,  in  a 
sense,  because  they  and  I would  be  living  in 
closer  companionship  until  all  this  would  be 
over.  I found  out  many  things  in  the  next  two 
; years,  and  if  I may,  would  like  to  present  a few 
to  you. 

I had  always  been  given  as  the  definition  for 
friend  one  who  would  tell  you  your  faults,  and 
though  he  or  she  would  commend  you  on  occasion 
for  your  good  qualities,  would  be  comparatively 
stingy  with  praise  because  of  the  harm  it  does. 
Well',  in  the  Army  I found  that  your  best  friends 
will  take  you  to  task  for  the  least  little  step  out 
of  line,  an<T  will  ride  the  living  daylights  out  of 
you,  until  finally,  because  there  is  no  course 
. open  to  you  if  you  wish  to,  as  we  say,  “get  on  the 
beam,”  you  change  for  the  better. 

Y6u  learn  a deep  feeling  of  tolerance  for  all 
nations  and  creeds, , since  you  perhaps  sleep  be- 
tween a Chinese  and  Greek.  You  learn  not  to 
look  with  your  nose  in  the  air  at^  a boy  from 
Tennessee  hills,  because  he  might  like  to  go  with- 
out shoes.  He  perhaps  never  wore  any  until  he 
came  into  the  Army.  You  glow  with  pride  when 
you  hear  a boy  of  one  religious  group  patiently 
admonishing  one  of  his  own  group  who  had  fallen 
by  the  wayside,  to  take  account  of  himself  and 
go  back  to  church. 

You  get  an  inner  warmth  when  you  hear  the 
fellow  next  to  ‘you,  perhaps  crying  himself  to 
sleep  at  night.  You  don’t  consider  him  weak,  be- 
cause you  have  found  that  even  though  he  might 
have  been  an  all-American  quarterback  at  a very 
famous  university,  he  is  showing  you  inadvert- 
ently that  he  is  all  man,  and  that  his  humaness 
will  make  American  a greater  land  than  it  al- 
ready is.  You  don’t  criticize  a manner  displaying 
weakness:  all  o£  us  are  weak  in  one  thing  or  an- 
other. You  don’t  laugh  at  a boy,  who,  because  he 
has  had  no  education,  is  labeled  by  his  buddies, 
due  to  -certain  idiosyncracies,  as  a "character.''  , 


No,  you  help  him,  and  try  to  point  out  how  many 
things  he  too,  may  learn  by  keeping  his  eyes  and 
ears  open.  You  learn  that  no  matter  how  dis- 
reputable a person  may  be,  he  has  fine  points 
which  have  only  to  be  uncovered.  A kind  word 
from  you  may  even  do  the  uncovering.' 

You  learn  that  even  the  weakest  person  has 
an  inborn  sense  of  honor,  and  he  can  be  made 
to  change  overnight  if  given  a chance  to  put  that 
honor  to  the  test.  You  learn  what  makes  that 
lump  come  into  your  throat  when  you  hear  the 
bugler  blow  “Retreat.”  You  learn  why  you  want 
to  go  out  on  the  field  of  battle  and  fight  with 
your  life,  as  you  listen  to  the  National  Anthem. 
These  and  many  more  discoveries  are  yours,  and 
can  be  had  by  every  boy  or  man  in  the  service 
of  his  country. 

You  people  at  home;  if  you  have  a memberi 
of  your  family  whom  you.  have  given  to  Uncle 
Sam,  don’t  worry  about  him.  He’ll  come  back  a 
better  and  bigger  man  for  his  little  separation 
from  you,  and  the  next-  time  you  look  at  an 
Army  poster  which  state,  “The  Army  Builds 
Men,” ‘rest  assured  that  they  mean  your  boy, 
whether  husband,  father,  brother  or  sweetheart.

Directed  by  Quartermaster  offi- 
cers, 113  civilian  employees  at  Fort 
Benning’s  shop  repaired  soldiers’ 
shoes,  canvas  webbing,  belts,  pil- 
low cases,  blankets  and  other  ar- 
ticles of  clothing  and  equipment 
used  by  American  troops  in  train- 
ing, the  report  shows.  In  addition, 
if  a soldier's  clothing  does  not  fit 
when  issued,  alterations  are  made 
by,  the  tailor  employees'  at  the 
shop.  . 

During  the  month,  the  report 


shows,  44,846  articles  were  re- 
paired, including  14,151  pairs  of 
shoes,  25,096  articles  of  clothing, 
textiles  and  miscellaneous  items; 
4,422  pieces  of  canvas  and  web- 
bing and  made  1,177  alterations. 
In  addition  3,173  repair  jobs  were 
completed  on  metal  and  wood 
items.

SOLDIER  ASKED  TO  FILE 

In  this  connection,  each  dis- 
abled soldier  who-does  not  desire 
to  file  a claim  for  pension  is  re- 
quired to  file  a statement  to  that 
effect.  Such  a statement  is  not  a 
waiver  in  any  respect  of  any  right 
to  file  sucty  claim  at  a later  date. 
Where  it  is  the  soldier’s  desire  to 
file  such  a claim,  the  War  Depart- 
ment • cooperates  in*  every  way 
practicable  to  perfect  the  estab- 
lishment of  his  eligibility. 

Determination  as  to  eligibility 
for  pension  is  vested  in  the  Vet- 
erans Administration.  The  War 
Department  has  in,  the  past,  and 
will  continue  in  the  future,  to 
furnish  that  agendy  with  all  in- 
formation concerning  the  individ- 
ual that-is  required  in  reaching  a 
determination  as  to  his  eligibility.
